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KEEPING CCMDL 

How to keep cool when the mercury points to siz- 
zling heat, is 3 problem in which great interest ii 
evinced these days when wc haye become convinced 
beyond a shade of doubt that the inhabitants of tropical 
climates arc indeed sorry and unfortunate individuals. 

Let the mercury crawl around and above ninety, 
and we sit under an electric fan, or manipulate a fan 
ourselves, mop our brows, frequently walk to the door 
to see if by any chance a breeze is stealing up on us, 
and proclaim to the world at large that wc have never 
suffered such unendurable heat. But wc do very little 
towards keeping cool. 

This matter of dress plays a significant part in 
keeping us wann and cool. Loose garments are the 
thing for hot weather, experts in dealing with the heat, 
assure us. Nothing should be binding on the body. 
Men's shirts should follow the lines of the Chinaman's 
coat; or in other words, don't tuck your shire in dur- 
ing hot weather. There should be no neckties, or 
collars, and the materials worn should be cottons and 
linens, which are cool fabrics. >X''omcn, whose dress is 
eminently more sensible than men's during hot weath- 
er, should wear loose weave materials, and no garments 
which arc tight. 

A second rule in remaining cool is refraining from 
any pronounced activity, and keeping mentally cool, 
which is more difficult than the first. Storming at the 
weatherman, or the iceman, because he forgot the ice, 
can shove our personal thermometers up five or six 
degrees in a ten minute period. 

This matter of quenching our thirst has some bear- 
ing on our physical comfort in hot weather, and it is 
being agreed these days that fruit beverages, lemonade, 
and similar drinks arc most quenching, although doubt- 
less tomorrow, these same advocates will have again 
decided that water is superior to all other liquids in 
dealing with the thirst. Beer as a hot weather remedy 
has its defendants imong those who have actual ex- 
perience on which to base their conclusions, and there- 
fore should know. 

Yes, there's much that can be done in scientifically 
dealing with this hot weather, but the general run of 
us will continue to tuck in our shirts, drink what we 
please, and become mentally feverish over the climatic 
conditions.

I-IAIL TO A SAFE FOURTH! 
Independence Day of old was celebrated with reck- 
less abandon. Hundreds of persons of all ages lost 
their lives playing with fireworks, guns and explosives. 
Others were drowned or killed in motor accidents. 
Now, the Fourth divides catastrophe "honors" with al- 
most any week-end; except by virtue of the ceaseless 



efforts of safety organizations and accident and fire 
prevention workers, it is apt to be a shade safer. This 
is because people arc keyed to its imminent hazards. 
They arc safety conscious. . 

Last year, on the "morning after," the Associated 
Press reported 119 motor vehicle deaths, '96 drownings, 
10 firework fatalities and 26 deaths from other causes 
— a total of 24 J. This is disgraceful enough, biitVu- 
pcrior to the 1931 toll of 3J4. No one knows the ex- 
tent of serious or minor injuries, because only a' frac- 
tion of them is report«l. The National Society, for 
the Prevention of Blindness estimates that 50 persons 
lose completely the sight of one of both eyes and that 
yoo more suffer minor, eye injuries every year. This 
record-is madcby firewoks alone. ■ . 

In recognition of the "chief iioliday hazards, (ire- 
works, automobiles and swimming, the National Bureau 
of Casuality and Surety Underwriters offers the follow- 
ing advice: 

If you gooff on a motor trip make sure your car 
is in safe operating condition; drive safely; keep to the 
right; drive at a reasonable speed; have 500 feet of 
clear distance ahead before you 'attempt*, to pass other 
cars. Watch out for pedestrians. 

If you go swimming — swim in safe places. Things 
to examine are tides, currents, depths, sunken debris 
and impurities. Be sure to stay within your own lim- 
its. Wait at least two hours after cating,-and then uke 
along a friend for safety's sake. 

If you must use fireworks — be on the alert every 
minute. Give yourself plenty of space. Keep them 
away from inflammable materials. Keep away from 
small children and am'mals. Cauterize all small puts 
and bruises immediately — tetanus poisoning is swift 
and deadly. The best advice about fireworks is: Use 
something else. 

Remember all safety rules: and "All hail to a safe 
Fourth!"

But not 
all of us are Conrads who take up the quest of our 
youth, those golden days, when the world is an ele- 
gant place peopled with superb persons. It is seldom 
anyone but those who are approaching, or who have 
reached, old agd who says, "\Vhen I was a 'boy," or 
"When I was a girl,' except, of course, those chronic 
cranks who see every generation save their own pos- 
sessed with the instincts of Satan. 

But to those who indulge in brief flights back to 
that yesterday, touching that child of other years, an 
illusion always lingers.

Also, cmphnslr-e 
to the child that good teeth, mean good 
looks as well as good health, and that 
bv going to the dentist regulnriy every 
8bc months, his teeth win be kept In 
such good condition that painful treat- 
ment will never be' necessary, wherens. 
If he puts It off some serious trouble 

may develop. „ ,„ 

Of course there are differences In 
dentists: Select as considerate n den- 
tlBt as you possibly can for your child. 
Do nil you can to* prevent and over- 
come your child's feara. If you are 
unsuccessful, take him to the dentist 
anyway and have his teeth attended to. 
To delay Is not n kindness but a cruel- 
ty Teeth neglected In childhood will 
no doubt give real cause for fear later 
In life.

A bin prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale for domestic consumption of 
oleomargarine which contains leas 
than 75 per cent of animal fat br 
. weight, has been Introduced In con- 
gress by Representative Harold Knut- 
son. of Minnesota. Ho states that 
since 1916 the use of animal fats' In 
the manufacture of oleo has decreased 
from 56.8 per cent to 12.48 per cent 
In 1932, while the use of coconut oil 
has Increased from 0.3 per cent to 
C1.73 per cent In the same period. He 
contends that this trend has ruined 
the domestic market for animal fats 
and has enabled manufacturers to sell 
their product at a price which Is ruin- 
ous to the dairy Industry.

This vitamin Is the iine that la 
recommended for those of you who nrc 
troubled wlthlosH of nppetltr, poor 
digestion or nerve illsordera thiil make 
you look and feel rngged around the 
edges. Perhaps you don't think nmcb 
about wtiether or not you are getting 
Vltnmin C, but you'd miss It If~you 
didn't have It. for It Is this vitamin 
contained in oranges, lemons, grape 
fruit, tomatoes, and raw leaf vege 
lablea that protects you from scurvy.

Neglected Food With 
Varied Possibilities

ospcclally difficult to take a child on 
s .long trip and expect him to be 
<ialet, and contented to sit still. For 
many children, tills matter of sitting 
perfectlrstlU, Is practically an Im- 
poBslbllity." ■■ 

In trarellng -with the children, com- 
mon sense li greatly needed In the 
preparations which '.are .fflada- for the 
trip. As much as possible',. all plans 
should 'be-^made. towards the-'chU' 
dren*e comfort, which will eventually 
mean your comfort as well. 

SInctf yon know -In aiflvance that 
the trip will' b« dirty and^tlresome, 
don't dress your boy or girl Infuisy 
clothes which wrinkle and muss eas- 
ily and will look' !b«draggled and 
solled.f Dark colored clothe. In cool 
cottons,, should bei/tbe nila with the 
-'^ children's traveling clothes. Organ- 
dies,- ruffled crepe de :chlnes, and 
white' clothes should be barred. Seer- 
suckersf broadcloths, prints, and sim- 
ilar fabrlc^VwUl be found practical. 
If the destination' of the trip Is a rela- 
tive's home where the child wilt be 
taken directly from the train, put her 
as well as himi In one of these at- 
tractive play suits which are so com- 
fortable • and practical. 

Allow Fresdom 
HVhcn the clilldron have been dress- 
ed as nearly as poaalble, with perfect 
<»mfort for the trip, don't worry 
about their cfothes. Let them be as 
free and active as they can without 
being a nuisance to other iMssengera 
In the train. In dressing the c*hI1dren, 

• don't forget to dress them In dark 
socks, rather tlian white which ore 
soiled before the trip has begun. 

Youngsters, with little to do, often 
think they are hungry merely because 
eating offers a break In the monotony. 
They shouldnot be allowed to over- 
eat on a trip, but fruit, cookloa and 
porhppB sandwiches won't particularly 
harm' them. Wlien fnilt Is tak^, 
leave at home the kinds which will 
drip juice, for nothing will sooner 
make a child sticky and aolled than 
fruit juice. Oranges for that reason 
arc not a good choice, but a jar of 
the juice with paper cupa may be 
-Uken If the children are particularly 
fond of It NeedlesB to say, napkins 
and a towel will be Invaluable in 
helping to keep the children fresh 
and clean. 

Amusing a child on the train is not 
so difficult, hi^^jtfin fortunately most 
adults seldom make the effort. Be- 
cause they are content themselves 
to sit thinking and enjoying the 
scenery, they expect the children to 
likewise be amused. But children 
require direction In their ^search for 
diversion. 

Djvaralon 

Picture books and games are eas- 
ily taken on the trip to keep the child 
amuaed. A children's magtf«ine, of 
which there are several types of In- 
terest for the child, bought specially 
for the occasion, will fill the entire 
trip with Interest for aome children. 
Puziles are often excellent fun for 
tripfl. but the jlg-aaw type of put to- 
gether puzzle, la not adaptable to 
train travel becaiu© It js so easily 
disturbed. .... 

Parents traveling with- a. single 
child especially need to devote their 
attention at Intervals* to the child's 
enjoyment. Pointing out new types 
of scenery, and explaining the sights 
tlong the way. will' not only Increase 
his enjoyment of the trip, but teach 
him to be observant. 

Games came be invented from 
watching the scoriery. Giving ■ the 
child a little of your' attention ' will 
•horten the houra ' Immeasurably, 
and shorten them for you as well, 
once you. have become absorbed In 
bis enjoyment 

Running up and down the aisles on 
the train, moving from seat to Beat, 
annoying' the passengers In any way, 
abould be sternly prohibited when 
the child shows Interest In such dl- 
verelon. On the other hand, small 
legs OS well as long ones, become 
tired with the trip, and where Hhero 
Is a stop of any.length. It is always' 
a wise Idea to get off the train and 
stretch a bit on the platform. Wliere 
stops do not permit this, an occasion- 
al stroll up and down the aisle, will 
help to quell the reatlesanesi, which 
^becomes apparent' In ' the average, 
child when ha Is confined to a limited 
space for any length' of time. 
:, A pDlow carried along, parUoularly 
If the child -Is under seven, may 
be a; cause for thanksgivlns ,1C the 
child' haa an oppo' 
oat on tlia seat w£iS 



' Cottage cheese Is a neglected food 
in many homes, and unfortunately so, 
for It offers unlimited posalblUtlOB 
for delicious dishes. Served, as It 
cornea from the dairy or' your own 
collnndor, it perhaps appeals as much 
to those who have a. taste for it, as 
when It boa been decorated and gar- 
nished with fruits and flavorings. 

But serving cottage cheeae un- 
adorned Is only the beginning of the 
ways this, dairy food can be used to 
make attractlTe dUhea which will add 
to the<!harm of any menu. Many per- 
sons are fond of this cheese; with 
jams. Currant jam or another flavor, 
la delicious poured over this cottage 
cheese which la then served with a 
spoon. The bright Jam, with the 
white cheeae, will give the dlah. decor- 
ative value for yonr table. 

Sand^richea made or cottage cheese 
and jam are also delicious, especially 
If they are made In'two layers, iwlth 
paper thin slices of whole wheat 
bread. Apricot, slrawlwrry; currant, 
peach, and gooseberry jams' are de- 
licious In this combination. 

Moat commonly,' perhaps, cottage 
cheeae la used in making aalads, for 
combined with fruits and vegetables. 
It Is a delicacy. A halved canned 
pear or peach, filled with a scoop of 
cottage cheeae, topped with mayon- 
naise is an unsurpassable hot or cold 
weather salad. A combination, a tit- 
tle less known, la cottage cheese and 
prunes. The prunea are pitted and 
Btut^ed with the cheeae and chopped 
walnuta. Cottage chGcao is also good 
with plnebpple. 

A recipe for a aalad with a decided 
piquancy, which la never to be^ des- 
pised in any meal, calls for 1% cups 
of cottage cheese, which- Is mixed 
with 2 tablespoons of salad dressing, 
chopped nuts, celery, green pepper, 
plmlento, and if desired, cucumber. 
This can be formed In balls and 
rolled In chopped nuts before plac- 
ing on a lettuce leaf for serving.
